Equipment purchased by this means would belong to the parish, not 
the club. (2) An alternative to this would be a grant through a commercial entity. The 
“Open Window Period” for applying via this source when grant money is available nor- 
mally covers only about a six (6) week time period. The club can go directly to these agen- 
cies to apply and the equipment purchased would belong to the club. 

Either way we go, the club body/ARES group needs to decide how large of a grant to 
apply for: i.e. $20,000, $30,000, $40,000 etc. The club needs to decide whether equipment 
purchased is to belong to the club or to ARES. 

We need to decide whether we are going to get a tag-a-long or a drivable unit. We 
need to generate a list of all of the equipment types we need and what size generator we 
need. Jim feels that if we pursue a grant then we should acquire the usual equipment to sup- 
port not only HF, 2m, & 70 cm, but every thing else that will be needed to do Digital 
Modes such as EchoLink, IRLP, PSK31, WinLink 2000, and RTTY. Therefore, it will be 
necessary to acquire a good TNC as well as a computer. 

The Red and Blue Contact Contest was fun, and the Blue Team won. Next meeting is a 
special treat of ice cream and cake along with the refreshments for the November meeting. 

We will probably have a new member in attendance at the November Club Meeting. 
He is Jim Molan (KDSIGG) of Bunkie, La. I feel that Jim will be a great asset to the 
AARA Club. 

The holidays are fast approaching. I hope all of you have a Happy Thanksgiving and 
enjoy your families. Families are a blessing from God and it is a wonderful time to cele- 
brate.

PRESS RELEASE: 

The Chennault Aviation Museum in Monroe will host the Vietnam Trav- 
eling Wall November 5""-7". The Wall, which memorializes the names of all 
fallen U.S. Soldiers of the Vietnam War, will be set up on the museum 
grounds at 7-1 Kansas Lane. It will be open for viewing 24 hours a day. Out 
of respect for the names on the wall, security will be on duty at all times. 
The museum building will be open to the public between 10 a.m. and 4:30 
p.m. for self-tours. It features memorabilia from General Claire Lee Chen- 
nault and his Flying Tigers, Delta Airlines, Selman Field Navigation Train- 
ing School, and World War I, World War II, and Vietnam artifacts. There is 
no charge for the memorial or museum. 

Extra ground has been cleared surrounding the museum for the massive 
memorial, which is 288 feet long, is 3/5 the size of the actual monument in 
Washington, D.C. Schedule for the Wall and its arrival in Monroe is: 

Nov. 3: Motorcycle groups and state police will escort the Wall from 
Rayville into Monroe along I-20 East. 

Nov. 4: The wall will be erected and a documentary film on the Vietnam 
War will be shown at 6 p.m. at the Jack Howard Theatre in Monroe. The 
feature-length film is produced by R-Squared Productions and features per- 
sonal accounts of Vietnam Veterans. 

Nov. 5: Opening ceremonies at 9 a.m. at the museum. Special guests 
from 9 a.m. - 2 p.m. will be students from area schools. 

Nov. 6: Vietnam veterans and their families honored at a luncheon at 11 
a.m. on museum grounds, courtesy of the NE Chapter of the Louisiana Res- 
taurant Association. 

Nov. 7: Closing ceremonies at 4 p.m. prior to taking down the Wall for 
its next stop in Ohio. 

Joining the museum in sponsoring the Wall are the City of Monroe, The 
News Star, Monroe-West Monroe Convention and Visitors Bureau, Louisi- 
ana Lottery, and R-Squared Productions. The museum welcomes volunteers 
to help throughout the three days. Please call 318-362-5540 for more infor- 
mation.

UL of Lafayette - Project CrawSat III - Weather Balloon Experiment 


The Cajun Advanced Picosatellite Experiment: (C.A.P.E.) recently conducted a 
Range Test for its weather balloon project CrawSat III. This test was designed to ensure 
the balloon’s radio would be able to transmit correctly at various altitudes and distances Faas = 
to the primary receiver at the University of Louisiana’s C.A.P.E. Ground Station. By 
placing different levels of attenuation on the balloon board’s antenna, we were able to 
simulate these different altitudes and distances, while keeping the radio and accompany- 
ing electronics in one location. The test as attempted three times from a parking tower in 
downtown Lafayette, but failed after inserting over 49 dB of attenuation. Exact reason 
for failure is unknown, but theorized to be due to the angle of he parking tower in rela- 
tion to the ground station. On the fourth attempt, the location of the balloon was moved 
to atop the Chase Tower in down town Lafayette. The test was total success, with at-

1 1/4 cup sugar or honey 1/2 cup chopped black walnuts
